Age your 
meat to get 
the flavor! 


It is often said that deep-frozen 
meat does not have the richness 
of flavor and tenderness of fresh 
meat, and this is heard particu- 
larly from ‘those who.freeze their 
own meat at home. In ‘fact, how- 
ever, the leck of flavor and the 
leathery texture are due. not to the 
freezing but to the method of 
preparation of the food before it 
is frozen. 

Considerable testing and re- 
search has been devoted to the 
preservation of food by using low 
tempertures, and jt has being as- 
certain that fresh meat products 
and fish, if stored at zero tem- 
peratures, will retain their ori- 
ginal qualities of freshness, tend- 
erness and flavor over a consid- 
erable period of time, Be 

Incidentally, this also applies to 
most fresh fruits and a_ great 
variety of fresh vegetables and 
fruit juices. This research has 
shown that the quality of meats, 
fruits and vegetables do not seem 
to improve or deteriorate materi- 
ally if stored under zero tempera- 
ture conditions. 


A vital part, however, of suc- 
cessful freezing is the process 
called -aging. In most Saskatche- 
wan towns there is a.frozen food 
locker plant which deals with 
this sort of thing all the time. 
Each plant has a refrigerated 
aging room, or chill room, Which 
is maintained throughout at a 
temperature of approximately 38 
degrees. If you take freshly 
slaughtered meat to. one of these 
plants the first thing they do is 
hang it in the aging room, where 
it may stay for up to two weeks. 

This aging period allows the 
enzymes and _bacteria to break 
down the fibrous tissues in the 
meat, and it is. this which makes 
the meat tender. This same aging 
also. improves the flavor of the 
meat and gives it better. quality. 

Now. after proper aging the 
meat can.be taken out of the 
aging room and processed in the

power meat-cutting saw, meat 
grinder, sausage machine, meat 
block and the various other items 
of equipment required to do a 
proper processing job on: meat,

FIGHTING RUST WITH 
CHEMICALS 
The recerit discovery by plant scien- 
tists at the Canada Department of 
i ae Research Laboratory, 
Winnipeg, of a relatively simple and 


inexpensive chemical, viz., nickel 
chloride, for the control of stem rust 
of wheat is a step forward in the 
never-ending battle against this very 
destructive plant disease. However, 
as research’ progresses, it becomes 
more and: more evident that the 
solution of the stem rust problem is 
not a simple one. 

Chemical Control Impractical. 
Over 60 years ago, partial control 
of rust was obtained by applying 
chemicals to growing plants of 

wheat. The results of these early 
investigations as well as the more 
intensive studies of recent years, 
have shown that certain chemicals, 
if aj at the right time and in 
sufficient quantity, usually will re- 
duce and suppress wheat stem rust. 
- Nevertheless, the economic returns 
from such a rust control practice 
are still problematical.

Here they have a large area of 
land (272 square miles, nearly 
eight townships) protected * by 
700 miles of field shelters, made 
up of six million trees. At the 
time of our visit the crops looked 
in excellent condition, and the 
benefit gained by snow moisture

Dr. Kenneth William Neatby, an 
outstanding Canadian agricultur- 
ist, died October 27 atthe Mont- 
real Neurological Hospital.- He 
was 58, 

Dr. Neatby was director of 
Science Service, Canada Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.. r 


He was architect of a new re- 
search branch currently being or- 
ganized in the agriculture depart- 
ment, and was slated to become 
assistant deputy minister in 
charge of -research. 


His longtime dream had been 
to bring the teamwork approach 
to the field of agricultural re- 
search. 


Born in England 

He was born in Sutton, Surrey, 
England, March 30, 1900. 

Dr. Neatby graduated from the 
University -of. Saskatchewan in 
1926° with an M.S.A. degree in 
genetics and plant breeding. He 
received his Ph.D. in genetics and 
plant pathology from the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota in 1931.

the veried types of sedimentary 
soils were encountered. To over- 
come the problem a refrigerated 
ring consisting of series of small 
holes around the shaft were drilled 
and filled with refrigerant, then 
the shaft was sunk through the 
frozen sedimentary soils to the 
potash beds below. 

The Saskatchewan, potash beds, 
which stretch in a narrow belt 
across the south-central areas of 
the province from east to west, 
are considered the largest known 
reserves of potash in the world, 
and production from these beds 
will become an important mineral 
product in Canada’s export trade. 
In the early stages it'is expected 
that the main customer will be 
the agricultura] areas of the mid- 
dle and northern United States al- 
though as the reserves in other 
fields such as New Mexico and 
some European countries dimin- 
ish, increasing supplies will be ex- 
orted from Saskatchewan, 

A second potash, mine is now 
under construction at Esterhazy 
while another 12 to 15 companies 
in southeastern Saskatchewan, 
hold’ acreage under lease through- 
out the potash belt.

Youngest. attenders 
were Janet Dieter aged seven (left foreground) and her sister Connie aged five (right foreground) 
who sang duets at an evening social. Their father, Mr. W. P. Dieter, is first vice-president of the 
Canadian Native Society. Eleven years old, Carol Dieter (centre), a cousin of.the duet singers, came 
from out of town. The conference, sponsored by Regina Welfare Council, resulted from a question- 
naire concerning social conditions circulated among Indian residents in the City. Five local Indians, 
including the president of the Canadian Native Society, Mr. John Thomas Anaquod,, presented pa- 
pers. Canada’s only Indian senator, the Hon.~Senator James Gladstone from Alberta, was a guest 
speaker at a luncheon and Premier T. C. Douglas spoke at a banquet in the evening. 


Vote, liquor for 
Indians discussed _. 


More than 100 Indian Chiefs 
and Band Councillors represent- 
ing 57 of Saskatchewan’s 61 
reservations voted . recently to 
defer decision on. proposed voting 
rights .and liquor legislation for 
one year. ‘ 

The Indian delegates were at- 
tending a two-day cornference at 
Valley Centre, Fort Qu’Appelle, 
sponsored by the Saskatchewan 
Government .Committee on Indian 
Affairs—the first time in. Cana- 
dian history that such a full repre- 
sentation of provincial Indians has 
convened. The representatives ex- 
pressed the opinion that Treaty 
Indians were not sufficiently‘ in- 
formed to make a decision at this 


-}time, and that the attending dele- 


gates. would‘be able to explain the 
two questions more fully to them 
as a result of information re-. 
ceived at .the conference. 

In his opening’ address to the 
conference, Premier T. C. Doyglas 
warmly » welcomed the. delegates 
as brothers, assuring them he did 
not use the term lightly, Mr. 


‘| Douglas introduced the discussion 


topics, voting rights and liquor 
legislation, commenting that ‘‘it is 
always wrong to compel people to 
live under a law which they had 
no part in making.” ' 

The central part of Indian life 
in Saskatchewan and Canada, ac- 
cording to Mr. Douglas, lies in 
the Indian Treaty, and he assured 
the delegation .that nothing the 
government was, suggestittg would 
weaken those treaties. He pointed 
out, however, that the treaties 
must be interpreted in terms of 
teday. The words “medicine chest” 
for example should mean’ health 
services, and. “plow” should refer 
to .agricultural, implements and 
services, , ; 

Following Mr. Douglas’ address 
the delegates were divided into

They should realize 
that the young people. must «go 
out and learn to. adapt. themselves 
to the white man's ways, but also 
preserve the Indian culture, 
Information on Indian reaction 
to voting and liquor privileges in 
other provinces was brought to 
the conference by. Albert Thomp- 
son. of Dallas, Manitoba, and 
Frank. Calder of Prince Rupert, 
BC. : . 
Speaking on behalf of the 
Manitoba: Indian. Brotherhood, 
which he founded, Mr. Thompson 
said.that Manitoba Indians did not 
lose any treaty rights as a result 
of obtaining provincial franchise 
and ‘that adjustment to liquor 
privileges had been moderate. 
Frank Calder is an ex-member 
of the B.C. legislature, and has 
been active in Indian and labor 
affairs in that province. Federal 
and provincial Indian legislation 
today tends to increase the In- 
dians. sense of responsibility. He 
cited the power invested in local 
councils and the new monetary 
and loans policies. He stated that
